the national executive com m ittee be­ 
cause o f his former corporation con­ 
nections. 
Colonel R oosevelt took up the fight 
for Mr. Perkins during the course of 
his address to delegates at the con­ 
ference.

R oosevelt asserted that the New York 
financier was one of tho men that he 
w as proud to have as a fellow worker 
la the Progressive party.

Perkins was not on the list of speak­ 
ers scheduled to appear at the m eet­ 
ing, but in the m idst of tho program 
persons in various parts of the room 
began to shout his name.

H e predicted a brilliant fu­ 
ture for the party and then proceeded 
to answ er h is critics who have accused 
him of being a "new progressive.” 


Urged Reform s for Years. 


“W hen it is suggested that I am a 
new convert,” ho said, “my mind goes 
back to the years I have worked to 
put into effect many of the principles 
of the P rogressive party.

years in my connection with various 
com panies I have fought for social 
and industrial reform, such as old age 
pensions and other planks contained 
in our platform.

has charge of the erection of 
m onum ents on battlefield* and nearly 
$500,000 has been appropriated to its 
use. o f which about 150,000 has not 
bean expended. 
The mem bers include 
General Sickles, General Anson G. Mc­ 
Cook, General Horatio King and Rep­ 
resentative Thom as W. Bradley. 
Correspondence made public show s 
that efforts to obtain an accounting 
from 
General 
Sickle* of the funds 
have been made from tim e to tim e 
since 1010. 
After a conference with

Nov. 21 notified General Sickles that 
“under no circum stances will an ex- 
tention of tim e for this settlem ent be 
granted beyond Dec. 6.”

That Nelson Smile. 
The sm ile on the face of Senator 
Nelson is one w hich Illuminates the 
senate. 
It replace* the dark cloud 
which hung on the sturdy Norsem an’s 
face during the last session when he 
w as in doubt as to w hether he should 
even attem pt to run for the senate 
again.

Scheme That W ill Fail. 
T hose i»eople who make it their bus! 
ness to lie trouble makers are trying 
to line up the northern D em ocrats in 
a body to go after the good things in 
the w ay o f com m ittee places and oust 
the southern m em bers, who have tak­ 
en the best places by right o f soulori 
ty.

President Taft will accept the Kent 
professorship of law. which has been 
unfilled since the death of Edward J.

Phelps was appointed to th© 
professorship in 1881 and, though he 
becam e m inister to Great Britain by 
appointm ent of President Cleveland 
in 1886, he retained It until his death 
The professorship covers lectures in 
both constitutional aud International 
law. 
President Hadley, when asked about 
the conclusion of President Taft to 
accept the Kent professorship, said at 
his hom e in New Haven:
